Now comes the cou rt (next bt low the Su preme cou rt) and 
while 
raising no q u estion as to the gu ilt of the mu rderer discovers an 
error 
in the ru ling of the ju dge before vh om the man was tried and sends the 
gu ilty man back for a new trial. 
Now, when it is remembered (hat, becau se of the character of the 
man" any witness who testifies against him is in danger of his life and 
becau se of su ch danger it is very difficu lt to convict one of his race 
and when the great cost of the trial, (he recaptu re and flnai conviction 
of that man is considered, it is a crime against hu manity 
to 
impose 
this additional bu rden on this commu nity and then take the chance that 
the former witnesses cannot be fou nd. 
That 
cou rt was organized by the people in order to expedite the 
bu siness of cou rts of ju stice and as it has so often, on the merest tech­ 
nicality. obstru cted ju stice, it is time to recall those ju dges or abolish 
the cou rt. 
Them ’s my sentim ents.
